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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the application filed on March 04, 2002, in which 
claims 1-26 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety of 
databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-26 are allowable in light of the prior 
art made of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method for calculating a transformation cost for a transformation 
operation n accumulation that transforms a source node in a source XML document to a target 
node in a target XML document. The closest prior art, Su et al., (Article entitled "Automating the 
transformation of XML documents) is directed to an algorithm that discovers an efficient 
sequence of operations for transforming a source document schema into a target document 
schema based on our cost model. On the other hand, Lee et al., (US Patent no. 6,480,865) is a 
method and a system for transforming an XML document to produce a transformed XML, 
wherein the transformed XML document can be processed by an XML processor. However, Su 
et al., and Lee et al., either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the 
recited features "a cost module for measuring a transformation cost for measuring the 
preservation of data capacity contained within a source XML document, that is associated with a 
source schema, when transforming said source XML document to a target XML document that is

associated with a target schema using a set of transformation operations" in claim 10; and 
"calculating a transformation cost considering said data loss, potential data loss and impact of 
said operands for said transformation operation" in claim 1. These features, in conjunction with 
all other limitations of the dependents and independent claim renders claim 1-26 allowable.
